KENT: I'm interested, and don't take this wrong, you 
signed to Caroline for a hunk of money and I'm just 
curious about this because it is a lot of money for a 
hardcore band. 
RAY: But when you think about it though it's not 
that much money, although it's a lot compared to what 
most bands get. І mean most bands should be getting 
this these days. For the longest time hardcore bands 
have been getting totally fucked over by record 
companies. бо in actuality the bands do sell 15,000 
records and stuff like that. Caroline gace us a 
certain amount of dollars because they knew we were 
going to sell a certain amount.of records, and though 
it seems like a lot we're going to achieve... not 
only are they going to give us that money up front, 
but they're going to end up giving us royalties 
because we're going to end up selling more than the 
money they fronted us. Now it just seems like more 
companies realize, І don't know maybe they always 
realized, but it just seems like bands are actually 
getting paid for what they've been selling. 
KENT: Yea, it just seems weird to me because right 
now we have a lot of questions about like what Uniform 
Choice is going to be like now and what a lot of bands 
are going to be like. There's a lot more emphasis on 
trying to get money instead of trying to achieve 
something. 
RAY: Well, with Youth of Today we've never had it in 
mind to achieve money. That was never a reason to set 
up. If I wanted to make money I wouldn't play hard- 
core. I'd be a waiter in a restaurant or I'd go-to 
college and try to be some whatever. But with Youth 
of Today I can honestly say that we started because we 
had a message we wanted to say. The goals of the 
band: we had a message we wanted to say, we wanted to 
go on tour, and we wanted to put out records... These 
are the things we did and if money came our way, Ook. 
Now on this tour we're headlining and you know aes 
weird for us to headline a show in a state we've 
never been and have people come. For us who've been 
kicking the shit around for three years we've always 
been the opening band, and you know, fuck man, we've 
played plenty of shows getting 550 in front of tons 
of people. It's just natural progression. Now we're 
finally in a position with our new record to really 
make choices. A lot of bands will just sign with 
anyone to get a record out, but that's not us.

KENT: Did you get full rights over art, production, 
and everything on the record? 

RAY: Oh yea, it wasn't like Youth of Today really 
changed or anything. If we we're on Joe Basement's 
label or Caroline it wouldn't matter. I told "еп І 
wouldn't sign with a label if it was going to make it 
look metal or commercial or scmething like that. I 
mean all of our art work we chose, and the music... 
shit man, the music... you can tell there ain't noth- 
ing watered down. Ме didn't try to become some big 
commercial crossover. 

KENT: Why didn't you just put it out on Revelation? 
Just for the reason that you could get more out? 

RAY: No, just because Revelation is like me and my 
friend Jordan. It's not even a full time thing, we 
got so much shit going on, and I neglect my job at 
Revelation because I'm always on the road. Jordan 
isn't like he does this label full time, it's a part 
time hobby for us. He works full time and goes to 
school full time. And I just pile everything on his 
door step, "Here Jordan, do all of this shit." Не 
lives in New Haven and I don't even live there. I 
live in Brooklyn. So I have to help him out in that 
way. It's hard for me to help him. In that sense 
doing it on revelation... it was going to be a big 
record, number one. Revelation has so much shit up 
its ass to do. Anyone who knows anything about 
Revelation knows that we have a bunch of records out 
right now and it's even hard to keep up with those. 
When you do an independent record label that's what 
it is, an independent. It's one or two guys trying 
to do mail order as a part time hobby and stuff.
